Adolf Hitler and Benito Mussolini 
are not going to get possession of 
the French navy when they take 
control of France, the Chicago Daily 
News-Post-Dispatch foreign service 
was advised today in a message 
which managed to get through the 
censorship which thus far has 
shrouded that question. 

“The French navy is safely out 
of German clutches and hasn’t left 
anything important behind,” the 
message said. 

From the circumstances surround- 
ing the dispatch of this message 
it appeared that at least a consid- 
erable part of the French naval 
forces will continue to be available 
to the British, under whose su- 
preme command the Allied naval 
forces have been operating.

British Planes Fight Raiders. 

The German air force encoun- 
tered stiff resistance from the em- 
battled British last night—screens 
of searchlights and anti-aircraft 
fire and the swift-rising attacks 
of interceptor planes. Damage, 
the British said, was slight and 
most of the casualties were in 
Cambridgeshire. 

The Air Ministry said é¢ight 
houses in a Cambridgeshire town 
were demolished. Houses in sev- 
eral villages were hit, also a school. 
About 40 raiders approached the 
Eastern coast in delays at quarter- 
hour intervals, but one by one 
the waves were broken and the 
planes prevented from penetrat- 
ing deep inland by “intense anti- 
aircraft fire and fighter hostility,” 
as the Air Ministry put it. 
Bombs were dropped at three 
points along the Thames in an ap- 
parent attempt to damage crowd- 
ed shipping and industrial areas. 
The civilian dead included two in- 
fants,- two young girls and a 6- 
year-old boy. 

The Air Ministry said some dam- 
age was done by a bomb hitting 
a pipeline leading to an oil wharf 
on the Thames River. The hit 
caused a fire, which was soon ex- 
tinguished.

Spectacular Battles in Air 

Thousands of Britons, many of 
whom were experiencing their first 
taste of real war, were sent scurry- 
ing to air raid shelters when the 
first alarms were sounded near 
midnight and it was almost dawn 
when some of them came out igto 
the open again. 

Spectacular aerial battles, fought 
in a sky lighted by bursting shells 
and the beams of searchlights, 
marked the raid. 

At one point in Cambridgeshire 
spectators who remained above 
ground cheered as a British fighter 
plane poured machine-gun bullets 
into a bomber and sent the raider 
crashing in flames. 

One eye-witness, 
engagement, said: 

“A searchlight caught the Ger- 
man. I could see a British fighter 
pumping bullets into it. Then the 
enemy plane fell out of the search-

Salvos of bombs repeatedly 
straddlec a large oil depot near the 
docks and fires kindled by earlier 
attackers became so widespread 
that the blade could be seen by our 
homeward bound aircraft as they 
crossed the German coast 80 miles 
distant. 
Refinery, Oil Tanks Bombed. 

“At Castrop, to northwest of Dort- 
mund, high explosive bombs fell on 
a petroleum refinery. Flames were 
immediately seen to break out and 
a@ gunner saw an explosion. Stor- 
age tanks at Misburg, close to Han- 
over, were bombed. A direct hit 
on a large building, believed to 
have been a power house, resulted 
in an explosion. Fierce fires broke 
out. 

“Another power house was 
thought destroyed in attacks on oil 
tanks at Sterkrade, north of Duis- 


berg. 

| “In the Rhineland and Ruhr raid- 
.ers attacked marshaling yards, rail- 
way junctions and supply trains. 
Direct hits were registered on junc- 
tions at Gladbach, Wesel and Ars- 
bech, near Rheydt, and fires were 
started in marshaling yard ai 
Schwerte, south of Dortmund.

13 of 20 Nations Accept 

Bid to Discuss New 
* World Problems—Others 
Also Expected to Do So. 


_' WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP).— 
The United States has initiated a 
formal move for an early session of 
the Pan-American Republics to con- 
sider Western Hemisphere prob- 
lems growing out of the European 
war. 

Sumner Welles, Undersecretary 
of State, disclosed at his press con- 


ference today that the 20 other 
American republics were. notified 
Monday that the United States be- 
lieved conditions made an immedi- 
ate session available. 

Welles said replies already had 
been received from 13 governments 
and that he expected to hear from 
the others by tomorrow. 

The date of the conference, not 
yet set, is expected to be an early 
one. Havana was chosen for the 
‘next regular meeting of the Pan- 
American Conference in October 
and the United States has told the 

‘ other governments that it is agree- 
able to holding the earlier meeting 
there also, but Welles said other 
governments might suggest a dif- 
ferent place. 

As for the agenda, Welles said 
it was possible that an economic 
plan now under consideration by 
United States officials for the West- 

~ ern Hemisphere would be among 
mMthe subjects considered. 


Expropriation Problem, 


One of the first steps in the 
Roosevelt Administration’s program 
to tighten economic relations with 
Latin America is said to be remov- 
al of such sore spots as debt de- 
faults and expropriation cases. 

Settlement of these controversies 
is regarded by some White House 
advisers as indispensable to any 
broad plan for hemisphere trade 
co-operation in the face of expand- 
ing Nazi control over European 
commerce. 

Latin American nations are in 
default on about one billion dollars 
of bonds owned by United States 
investors. Most of these securities 
bear about 6 per cent interest, but 
the United States Treasury recently 
advised in the case of Colombia 
that compromises at 3 per cent be 
sought. 

Mexican expropriation of Ameri- 
€an oil properties moved a step 
closer to settlement recently when 
one large American concern (Sin- 
clair) accepted a Mexican compen 
gation offer. : 


Loan Program Revival Proposed. 


One popular proposal in adminis- 
tration circles to help unify new 
world trade is revival of the $500,- 
000,000 Latin American loan pro- 
gram, ‘which was part of the three 
billion dollar lending bill killed by 
Congress last year. 

Criticisms of the plan have been 
based largely on the poor debt-pay- 
ing record of Latin America. Pro- 
ponents are led by Warren Lee 
Pierson, president of the Export- 
Import Bank. He believes that 
Latin American nations will pay on 
new loans if the funds are used for 
productive purposes such as rail- 
roads, industries and agriculture, - 
which will furnish the money to 
pay back the loans. 

There also is discussion of set- 
ting up a corporation to spend one 
billion dollars each year to buy up 
all the goods which Latin America 
would normally sell Europe, and 
then reselling them in Europe at 
whatever terms are possible. 

This plan, it was explained, would © 
necessitate an agreement of all 
the Latin American nations to give 
the United States a monopoly on 
all trade bétween them and Europe. 

The corporation probably would 
lose money, possibly as much as 
$500,000,000 a year, but the United 
States would pay the cost and 
charge it up to national defense. 

The Commerce and Agriculture 
departments were reported favora- 
ble to it, the Treasury and State 
departments cool, saying insupera- 
ble obstacles such as production 
controls, price quarrels, and Euro- 
pean efforts to sabotage it are 


likely. 
Tariff Plan. 


One group of officials is advocat- 
ing a system of preferential tariffs 
to make United States goc-“s cheap 
in Latin America and vice versa. 
The British empire tried this a few 
years ago, but has largely discard- 
ed it.

More activity also is predicted in | 
such fields as promoting tourist 
travel between = Americas, in- 
creasing consular staffs in the 
Southern republic, sending more 
military and naval attaches to cb- 
serve the training of defense 
forces, and various cultural means 
of promoting good will. 

In contrast with spectacular ideas 
such as the one ‘‘llion dollar trade 
program, the President is said to be 
giving serious consideration to sev- 
eral smaller proposals. 

One is finishing the Pan-Ameri- 
ean highway from Mexico City to 
the Panama Canal. This road is 
regarded as a possibly important 
means of troop transport, if and 
when necessary. ; 

Another is the intensive develop- 
ment of Latin American sources 
of strategic war materials needed 
by the United States. The Agri- 
culture Department, for example, is 
sending experts to Brazil to com- | 
bat a parasite which has limited | 
rubber output. American smelt- 
ing firms are being encouraged to 

build refineries to make Bolivia's 
tin usable.

The art of base running, which 
includes stealing bases and the 
knack of taking an extra base on 
a hit, is dependent upon speed and 
the ability to outguess the defense, 
Naturally, speed is essential.

But, on the other 
hand, some of the fastest men 
aren't good base runners. So it 
takes more than speed. 

How is this done? By outguess- 
ing the pitcher. You must study 
the motions of the various pitch-

When we visited the Tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier again Sun- 
day, we found traces of France’s 
tragedy symbolized anew by a bou- 
quet of red, white and blue flowers, 
deposited there during the night. 
Black crepe was attached to it. 
On the first Sunday of the Ger- 
man occupation, thousands of per- 
zons who had been in hiding 
jammed the boulevards. 
The famed Cafe de la Paix had 
only half of its terrace open, but 
that was filled by nearly 100 
French civilians sipping aperitifs. 
Among them were scattered 14 
German officers drinking black 
coffee. A German motorized col- 
umn was parked on the boulevard 
in front of the cafe. 
Paris police, working under Ger- 
man orders, passed from house to 
house, taking a census to find out 
‘how many of the city’s 3,000,000 
population remained. It is believed 
nearly 1,000,000 are here. 
There is plenty of food and drink. 
German money is accepted in stores 
at the rate of 20 francs to one 
mark. Prices appear stable. 


Conditions south of Paris, as the 
German army drives furiously to 
destroy France’s remaining armies, 
are approaching those in Poland be- 
fore resistance collapsed. 

At one large airfield, which the 
Germans captured with 76 planes 
and American-made material, we 
found the French had departed so 
hurriedly that plates of meat and 
vegetables were left on the tables 
in the officers’ mess. - 

In the center of the field an ef- 
fort had been made to pile up some 
30 or 40 planes with the obvious 
intention of setting them afire, but 
the German .advance was so sud- 
den no time remained to torch 

. them. 

Germany thus acquired all these 
modern planes, mostly undamaged 
bombers, 

In another part of the huge field 
stood two dozen unopened crates 
labeled in English—“Handle with 
care.” They contained American- 
made Pratt & Whitney engines. 
Near them also stood half a dozen 
new Diesel, track-laying tractors 
made in Peoria, ll. Huge tanks of 
gasoline stood untouched. 

There were many other slightly 
damaged and unfinished planes, 
among them one of clipper dimen- 
gions, 


Compiegne Forest, where Mar- 
shal Foch received Germany's 
capitulation in 1918, was full of 
sight-seeing German soldiers when 
news of Premier Petain’s request 
for an armistice reached the his- 
toric spot. 

The German soldiers, by thou- 
sands, were being taken by their 
officers to view the railway car, 
now inclosed in a _ special build- 
ing, in which a German delega- 
tion headed by Mathias Erzberger 
signed the 1918 armistice. 

Maxime Weyegand, French Gen- 
eralissimo, stood with Foch on that 
occasion as his right-hand man. 

Officers showing their men the 
historic car pointed with special 
relish to Weygand’s place. They 
also pointed proudly to the Swas- 
tika banner waving over the monu- 
ment depicting Germany’s eagle 
struck down by the French sword. 
When news of Petain’s armistice 
request was shouted at them the 
men broke into cheers. 

We had made a detour which 
brought us to the outskirts of Com- 
piegne Forest just as Petain made 
his announcement to the French 
people. 

The detour had been caused by 
the difficulty of finding an un- 
damaged bridge across the Seine. 
We had been driving through the 
no-man’s land of the South Front, 
with its villages still smouldering 
and small towns shelled beyond 
recognition, through communities 
where only half-starved dogs re- 
mained behind. 

Suddenly as we turned on our 
radio we heard Petain's armistice 
plea.

Fer many generations the gov- 


There are simple, realstic rea- 
sons why Hitler has so far won this 
war. We must understand those 
reasons‘ and look at ourselves in 
the light of those reasons. 

First: His observations regard- 
ing the internal weakness of demo- 
cratic societies—observations which 
formed the basis for his conquest 
of Germany itself, by the Nazi revo- 
jution, 


The democratic ideal, which 
started as a noble and heroic con- 
ception, as an attempt to liberate 
human beings, and offer them the 
opportunity to develop and perfect 
themselves and thus grow from in- 
dividuals into persons, has degen- 


real. 

The concept of the super-nation, 
being untrue, must die. But the 
concept of the union of all peoples, 
in a world-wide scheme of things, 
in a planetary co-operative com- 
monwealth, in which those things 
are denationalized which are not 
national and those things that are 
the special cultural values of indi- 
vidual races are given the freest 
expression, was a concept born in 
the democratic mind; it has failed 
only because of the failure of. our 
will, because we have become com- 
placent, provincial and comfort-lov- 


ing. 


But one cannot oppose an ignoble 
and untrue vision with no vision at 
all. The Germans are strong be- 
cause they can imagine this world 
as a small planet. They can 
imagine conquering it. And it can 
be conquered, - 


The Germans today live in a to- 
tally different sphere of possibili- 
ties from the one in which the de- 
mocracies have lived. (The de- 
mocracies were not always so. Cer- 
tainly this country was not always 
so. Once we believed with all the 
passion of our hearts that the 
ideals on which this nation were 
founded were valid for all the earth. 
But that was long ago.) 

We shall not survive this epoch 
unless we can conceive a vision as 
large as theirs, but truer, and more

Fourth: The Germans are win- 
ning the war because they have a 
vision. That vision is appalling to 
us. They envisage Germans as the 
master race, setting a design for 
living for all the peoples of the 
earth. The vision is at the moment 
the basis of their communal morale, 
but before this world revolution is 
finished it will be the basis of the 
Nazi defeat. For it is not in har- 
mony with truth and reality. 


They are not “the” superior race. 
They are not superior to the 
French, or the British. They are 
merely more numerous, more unit- 
ed, and have hold of a few truths 
which are universal and available 
to all people.

No Sleight of Hand. 


If the appalling catastrophe which 
has befallen the Allies was due to 
“secret weapons” or “fifth columns” 
or “sleight-of-hand” tricks, or some 
other kind of abacadabra on the 
German side, the chances of a 
final Allied victory might not be 
so microscopically slight now. But 
the catastrophe was due to the sim- 
plest and oldest and most obvious 
of causes and it is expecting a good 
deal to think that the leadership 
which has failed to understand 
these causes so far is suddenly 
about to do so now. 

The Allies forgot truths as old 
as human experience. They forgot 
that the world is a naughty world. 
They forgot that in this naughty 
world your strength is not always 
necessarily as the strength of ten, 
no matter how sure you yourself 
may be that your heart is pure.

Selective System. 

There is much misconception 
about the selective service system. 
If it is intelligently set up, there 
will be no “gap of time” to fill by 
volunteering. We set up the regis- 
tration system in 10 days. We de- 
layed registration another 10 days, 
but not for the sake of the system 
—merely to give ample time for 
notice of the day, June 5. 

It is true that the big drafts did 
not begin to move until September, 
but that wasn’t due to any unread- 
iness of the system. It was because 
the army was not ready to receive 
the men. Proof of this is that the 
first man was inducted July 4— 
and he might just as well have beep 
100,000 men. 

Even when we changed the sys- 
tem to a complete examination and 
classification for service of almost 
10,000,000 men, that process took 
only 60 days.

NEW INDICATIONS OF JAPAN'S 
HOPE OF GRAB IN FAR EAST 


‘Indignant Over Pro-Chungking Attitude’ of 
French Indo-China, Spokes- 
man Says.

SHANGHAI, June 19. 
APAN today gave increased in- 
Jaication of its zeal to take ad- 
vantage of the plight of France 
and England to carve off new Far 
Eastern plums for itself—unless the 
risks are too great. 
While no official claim for acqui- 
sition of the Oriental possessions of 
prostrate France has been an- 
nounced, a Japanese propaganda 
campaign is now heavily concen- 
trated upon the future of French 
Indo-China.

mor, the spokesman of the Jap- 
anese expeditionary force in South 
China declared, according to a dis- 
patch of the official Domei agency 
today, that Japanese officers and 
men were “extremely indignant” 
over the “increasingly pro-Chung- 
king attitude of the French author- 
ities in Indo-China.” 


The spokesman alleges that a 
“steady flow of supplies to Chung- 
king” is maintained from Indo- 
China. 


In Shanghai, as happens in all 
periods of great crisis, rumors mul- 
tiply. Outstanding among today’s 
unconfirmed reports is the asser- 
tion that 5000 troops of Wang 
Ching-wei, head of the puppet gov- 
ernment of Nanking, have arrived 
in the vicinity of Shanghai, for the 
purpose, it is said, of seizing the 
French concession and perhaps the 
International Settlement. 


Although the desire of Wang’s 
government to take over these con- 
cessions is openly stated in Nan- 
king, confirmation is lacking for 
reports of increased puppet troop 
strength near here. Needless to 
say, Wang neither can nor will act 
unless the Japanese tell him to. 


The spokesman of the Japanese 
Embassy this evening told foreign 
correspondents that “as far as I 
am aware” there is no basis in the 
report of Wang’s army arriving, or 
other alarming reports. He added: 
“Barring a serious change in the 
situation, the Japanese have no in- 
tention to take over the French 
concession.” 


The spokesman then, however, 
launched into a dissertation on Ja- 
pan’s “deep interest in all matters 
prejudicial to peace and order” in 
and around Shanghai. He said that 
such facts as anti-Japanese articles 
in the Chinese and foreign press of 
Shanghai, “acts of terrorism” and 
certain questions pending before 
the International Settlement and 
other foreign authorities “tended to 
disturb the peace and order of 
Shanghai.” 

Approving the request of the 
Japanese-protected Mayor Fu Sio- 
En that troops of Powers fighting 
in Europe be withdrawn from 
Shanghai, the Embassy spokesman 
declared: “It is contrary to inter- 
national law for belligerents to 
maintain armed forces in the terri- 
tory of a neutral.” 

Despite these indications of 
heightened Japanese desire for 
spoils, when or to what extent Ja- 
pan will move is not revealed.

He added that if any representa- 
tion was to be made it would be 
through Japan’s Ambassadors in 
Europe. 


Suma declined to define the status 
quo in Indo-China, stating that al- 
though Japan’s concern was just 
as great as in The Netherlands 
East Indies, the problem was dif- 
ferent. Japan’s interest, he said, 
arose not only from Japan’s posi- 
tion as the “stabilizing influence” 
in the Far East, but also from con- 
cern in the munitions traffic 
through Indo-China to Generalissi- 
mo Chiang Kai-shek’s Chungking 
government.

Correspondents’ arrived from 
France report growing dissatisfac- 
tion oo the French troops and 
people with the pro-Fascist compo- 
sition of the Petain Government 
and its refusal to transfer the fight 
to the colonies. The London Daily 
Mail’s diplomatic correspondent 
writes that the possibility that 
Paul Reynaud may return » pow- 
er is believed to be good and that 
the French Government would then 
continue either in North Africa or 
from London. 

Gen. De Gaulle’s declaration that 
“the flame of France resistance 
must not and shall not be extin- 
guished” was preceded by an ap- 
peal to all French officers and 
men, enginers and skilled work- 
men now in Britain, or who may 
arrive, to contact him.

BERLIN, June 19 (AP). 
GREAT part of Europe—eight 
formerly independent nations 
and now probably France—must 
find places for themselves in Ger- 
many’s totalitarian economic andi 
industrial scheme as a result of 
German expansion and war vic- 
tories. 

For the nations already absorbed, 
world trade has disappeared, and 
business is upside down as it tries 
to adjust itgelf to the German sys- 
tem of barter and planned economy. 

The countries which Germany 
has taken over, in turn, are Aus- 
tria, Czecho-Slovakia (now Bo- 
hemia-Moravia), Poland, Denmark, 
Norway, Luxembourg, The Nether- 
lands and Belgium. 

Austria’s economy apparently 
has been absorbed completely in| 
the Reich. Luxembourg, occupied 


in a day, has valuable agricultural! 


products as well as an iron indus- 
try to add to German resources. 
The Luxembourg iron industry was 
dominated by German capital be- 
fore the World War. 

In many of the lands through 
which the blitzkreig has passed at 
least the outward appearance of 
narmalcy is being restored in a 
surprisingly short time. 

In Bohemia-Moravia, which got 
a pre-war taste of German economic 
management, fields are being tilled, 
factories are operating and peopie 
are working. 

An effort is being made to make 
the. same conditions prevail in 
Poland, where there is a demand 
for all the food that can be pro- 
duced, although that country was 
severely hit by last autumn’s war. 

Trying to Keep People Working. 

In Denmark, Norway and to a 
lesser extent in Holland and Belgi- 
um, too, the Reich is trying to keep 
the people working, the fields pro- 
ducing, the factories turning. But 
terrific problems of readjustment 
remain to be worked out. 

Germany itself avoided any sud- 
den increase in unemployment at 
the start of the war. War industry 
and the army absorbed workers 
whose jobs disappeared as the pro- 
duction of luxuries and unessential 
goods was curtailed. Now the war 
industry is so busy that thousands 
of workers have been imported 
from Bohemia-Moravia and Poland. 

The Reich’s great need for every

market for countries successively 
occupied by the German army. 


The easiest adjustment probably 


is being made by Denmark, where 
no physical damage to industries or 
the country side occurred to inter- 
fere with the normal processes of 
industry. 

Denmark’s biggest jolt was the 
sudden and total loss of the Brit- 
ish market for bacon and dairy 
products. Germany, to an in- 
creasing extent, is taking these 
supplies, but the problem of pay- 
ment has not been completely 
worked out. 


Denmark also was threatened 


with a shortage of feed, which it 


largely imports, for its cattle, but 
the Germans say they managed to 
supply enough until summer pas- 
turage became available and now 


the problem is solved until next 
winter. 


An adequate supply of corn and 
barley for Danish chickens was a 


more troublesome problem because 
these supplies must be _ obtained 
from the Balkans, and the long 
rail haul, when railroads are busy 
with war transportation, is a fac- 
tor. 


German intervention {n domes- 
tic affairs has been more ener- 
getic in Norway where there was 
considerable property damage and 
unemployment as a result of the 
prostrating blow by the German 
army. 


Under German direction, a Nor- 
wegian administrative council. es- 
tablished a voluntary 4vweek. service 
to rehabilitate the ‘regions where 
fighting took place. 


The volunteers’ received their 
keep and pay up to 15 cents a day. 
The council emphasized the need 
of increasing food production. Con- 
sequently loans were made avail- 
able to land owners and soldiers 
were urged to turn to farming 
when mobilized. Considerable 
numbers of unemployed were set 
to work felling trees. 


The Norwegian pulp industry 
seemed to face special difficulty 
because Germany does not need to 
import much paper but hope was 
held out that a process to convert 
pulp into food for animals might be 
feasible.

In April, two Washington newspaper men, Joseph 
Alsop and Robert Kintner, published, under the title 
“American White Paper,” a resume of President 
Roosevelt’s foreign policy since 1938. The writers 
claim—and there is intrinsic evidence to support 
their assertion—that the book was written with the 
aid and approval of sources close to the White House. 
They wrote: 3 

There is no reason to suppose that his (Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s) mind would be closed, if the 
need arose, to assisting the democracies with our 
navy and air force. He mentioned the possibility 
in his talk with Murphy (then Attorney-Gen- 
eral). And he has been significantly chary of 
loose Wilsonian promises, declaring only that an 
American army would not be sent to Europe, and 
expressing the hope and belief that we would re- 
main at peace. (Italics are the authors’.) 

If President Roosevelt thinks that we could throw 
our air force and our navy into this war without 
going into the war all the way, he is probably the 
only person in the United States who thinks so. A 
man might as well tie one hand behind his back and 
go out to fight an armed lunatic. 

At the University of Virginia, President Roosevelt 
disclosed also that he had been in secret negotiations 
with Mussolini. He revealed that he had warned the 
Italian Premier that if Italy entered the conflict, 
“no one could foretell how much greater the exten- 
sion of the war might eventually become.” Informed 
opinion interprets this to mean that the President 
threatened that if Italy went in on the side of Ger- 
many, he would put the United States in on the 
side of the Allies. 

This policy was neither neutral nor democratic, 
but was a secret and unneutral policy carried on 
without the knowledge or approval of Congress or 
of the American people.

Maybe some Americans did not get what Roosevelt 
was talking about, but the object of his wrath cer- 
tainly did not miss it. So we find Virginio Gayda, 
editorial spokesman for Mussolini, declaring that the 
war has now been reduced to a struggle between the 
United~’States and Great Britain on one side and 
“a large part of the rest of the world on the other.” 
The Italian Government accepts Roosevelt’s speech 
as a virtual declaration of war.

he is not opposed to a declaration of war. He con- 
cluded his reply to President ‘Reynaud Saturday by 
saying: “I know that you will understand that these 
statements carry with them no implication of mili- 
tary commitments. Only the Congress can make 
such commitments.” 

Did he not mean that, if the decision lay with him 
instead of Congress, he would have declared war? 
If he did not mean that, what did he mean? 

We have remarked before that the Government’s 
sale of army and nayy supplies to the AlMes, through 
turning them back to the manufacturers, is a pal- 
pable subterfuge to gé@t around the plain provisions 
of international law. 

There has been a pretense that the war planes so 
sold were obsolefe. Possibly some of them were, but 
some of the planes were delivered to the Government 
only in March and April of this year and hardly 
have had time to become obsolete. 

Formerly, we observed neutrality by not allowing 
military planes to be flown across our borders. But 
only Monday, counsel for the Treasury Department 
conveniently found that this rule could be tossed 
aside, One wonders if this is preparatory to a ruling 
that American pilots can fly the planes to Europe. 


While there has been the pretense that army and 
navy materiel were being returned to the manufac- 
turers, the transparency of this trick is demonstrated 
by the fact that we have. permitted resale to France 
of the 75-millimeter guns which were hought from 
the French Government. They could not be returned 
to manufacturers because they never came from 
manufacturers. Isn't this an outright violation of 
neutrality? Gen. Hugh Johnson says it is. 

Yet none of these things constitutes any such 
threat to peace as the proposals which are now being 
considered by Congress, apparently with the Presi- 
dent’s blessing. 

There is a proposal that we repeal the cash-and- 
carry act and send food and clothing to Britain in 
American merchant ships convoyed by our warships. 

There is a bill, which Senator McCarran denounced 
yesterday, to allow the President to send Red Cross 
“merey” ships to Britain. 

This proposal is skillfully designed to win the 
support of sympathetic people, who might forget that 
war is war, and that Germany would hardly tolerate 
such a thinly veiled violation of her air and sub- 
marine blockade. 

In the debate in the Senate yesterday, Senators 
Clark and Bone recalled that in the last war the 
Allies deliberately used the Red Cross and American 
flags to cover shipments of contraband. Is there 
any reason to believe that the same thing would -not 
happen again and that all ships thus marked would 
be subject to attack? 

Worst of the lot, possibly, is the proposal that the 
British navy, in case it is forced to abandon its bases 
in Europe, be allowed to operate from United States 
naval bases. Such a possibility was discussed by a 
Senate committee last week, and favorable action on 
the proposal was urged by former Secretary of State 
Stimson in a speech at New Haven last night. 

In view of all the evidence, it would appear that 
Gen. Johnson was exercising extreme moderation 
when he stated yesterday, “There is no longer any 
question that Mr. Roosevelt is exercising no effort 
whatever to keep us out of war.” Indeed, this would 
seem to be rather a triumph of understatement. 
America is not prepared to go to war. Nothing 
is to be gained and much is to be risked by actions 
which cannot be backed by armed force. 

Let us help Britain all we can in this dark hour. 
But let us not forget—and let not the President for- 
get—the realities of the situation. Let us continue 
to use methods short of war, but let these methods 
actually be short of war. 

If this is still a democracy, let us curb a President 
who speaks loudly and carries only an ancient blun-

HEYDAY OF THE CONQUERORS. 


The Battle of France is seemingly over, although 
even Berlin reports that the French are fighting 
with traditional stubbornness against the continued 
German advance, 

But the Battle of Britain has begun. British coastal 
points last night suffered their greatest air raid of 
the war. As France leaves the war and Britain fights 
alone, raids such as these, with their rain of death 
and destruction, doubtless will come to England with 
eyery nightfall. 

Thus far there is no weakening, in the official pro- 
nouncements at least, in the British decision to fight 
on, if need be without a single military ally. Prime 
Minister Churchill, casting up “a dread balance 
sheet,” told the Commons yesterday that Hitler knew 
“he will have to break us in this island or lose the 
war.” In an eloquent speech, he held out hope that 
Britain can.yet win and enable all Europe to “move 
forward into broad, sunlit uplands.” 
In Munich, to which Chamberlain carried his um- 
brella two years ago, Hitler and Mussolini met again 
to carve up Europe to their taste, to dismember the 
Continent’s once-mightiest nation. That the condi- 
tions would be as severe as the world has ever seen 
is hardly in doubt. 

Mussolini, after only a week of participation in 
the war, sits on Hitler’s side of the table for divi- 
sion of the loot. But after he engulfs his share, 
Ii Duce will again be face to face with the Nazi 
dynamics which undid Chamberlain and Daladier 
and upset Europe's balance of power. If there is a 
modicum of mercy in the peace terms sent to Pre- 
mier-Marshal Petain, it may represent Mussolini’s in- 
fluence. But that influence is at a discount today. 
Mussolini is no more than the tail of the axis’ kite.

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THOSE NEW STREET CARS. 

St. Louis was introduced to its new streamlined 
Street cars\in formal fashion yesterday. There were

System Is Now Equipped to 
Meet an Emergency, Col. 
Malcolm Elliott Says. 


The importance of the Mississippi 
Valley inland waterways system, 
comprising more than 7000 miles 


of navigable channel, in its rela- 
tion to the country’s plans for na- 
tional defense was discussed by 
Col. Malcolm Elliott, army en- 
gineer and chief of the Upper Mis- 
sissippi Division, in a radio ad- 
dress last night. 

Contrasting the nation’s trans- 
portation system in 1917 with that 
of today, Col. Elliott asserted that 
at the start of the first World 
War the railroads were virtually 
the only means of inland transport. 
While they still form the backbone 
of the system, carrying 63 per cent 
of all freight, the development of 
surfaced highways and inland wa- 
terways has equipped the transpor- 
tation system as a whole far better 
to meet an emergency than in 1917, 
he said. 

“Preparation for defense means 
fighting planes and bombers; arms 
and ammunition, battleships and 
submarines, food and clothing, ve- 
hicles and engines,” the speaker 
continued, “To produce them, the 
raw materials, whether fuels and 
ores from the interior of the earth 
or cotton and grains from the sur- 
face, must be moved to the factories 
where they are processed into ar- 
ticles required for our defense. 
“The river system of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley is situated to serve 
the food producing region west of 
the river, the ore fields of Minne- 
sota and Alabama, the coal mines 
of Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Kentucky and Illinois, sugar plan- 
tations of Louisiana and oil fields 
of several states for the transpor- 
tation of these and other raw ma- 
terials to the processing plants and

and friends all over the world 
whose potential power was colos- 
sal. They had distinguished mili- 
tary, naval and aerial traditions. 
They had beaten Germany re- 
soundingly less than a generation 
before and left it—they thought— 
prostrate, 

In a way, it was actually hard 
for the Allies to lose the war. Yet, 
in less than six weeks, they have 
come within sight of doing so. 
How did they do it? By this time 
the explanation is reasonably clear. 

The Allies began by alienating 
powerful potential enemies in the 
very sphere of the Allies’ imperial 
domain—-Germany in Central Eu- 
rope, Italy in the Mediterranean, 
Japan in the Far East. They went 
on to sacrifice some of their own 
most useful friends on all _ sides, 
including Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Spain and Russia. 


Refused to Co-operate. 


The Allies refused to co-operate 
with Powers which were prepared 
to help oppose some of their en- 
emies, as America was prepared 
to do in the Far East in 1931 and 
1932, as Italy was prepared to do 
in Central Europe in 1934 and 1935, 
and as Russia was prepared to do 
in Eastern Europe in 1938 and 
1939. And the Allies ended by fail- 
ing to prevent their most. deadly 
potential enemies from forming a 
coalition among themselves. 

The Allies made a similarly dis- 
astrous mistake in military policy. 
In general, they set out to win the 
war by measures short of war. The 
result should be edifying to those 
who have been advocating the same 
plan of action—or inaction—else- 
where. 

The Allies put their faith in the 
Maginot line and the French army, 
and in the British fleet—which, in 
turn, depend for its ability to func- 
tion on the security afforded by 
that same Maginot line and that 
same French army. At the same 
time, the Allies catastrophically 
neglected precisely the newer types 
of weapons which every observer 
had been saying for 20 years would 
be decisive—such new-fangled con- 
traptions as flying machines, horse- 
less buggies and tanks. They sent 
their armies into battle with ma- 
terial which was neither anything 
like as great in quantity nor any- 
thing like as good in quality as that 
of the enemy. 

The truth is bitter to those whose 
sympathies have been on the Allied 
side, but it is the truth, neverthe- 
less. It is a truth, furthermore, 
which applies not only to the Allies, 
but also to every other people on 
earth. For nations as potentially 
powerful as the Allies are, it is 
‘actually difficult to lose a war un- 
less you are extraordinarily stupid 
and extraordinarily lacking in will 
power. But if you are sufficiently 
stupid and sufficiently lacking in 
will power you can lose a war with- 
out any trouble at all. You un- 
doubtedly will.

EMBERS of the President’s 

National Defense Commission 

themselves are authority for 
the statement that thus far there 
has been absolutely no bureaucratic 
interference with their effort to 
gear up the country’s industrial 
production to the urgent require- 
ments of the defense program. 

When the commission was first 
named, to act nominally in an 
“advisory” capacity to the re-cre- 
ated Council of National Defense, 
consisting of six Cabinet members, 
the prediction was made in some 
quarters that the commission would 
be a mere stooge to the Cabinet. 
That apprehension should have 
been allayed by the inclusion in 
the commission of -such members 
as William S. Knudsen, Edward R. 
Stettinius Jr. and Ralph Budd. But 
the fear continued to be voiced 
here and there that Messrs. Knud- 
sen, Stettinius, Budd et al. would 
soon feel the hamstringing effects 
of Cabinet interference. 

Nothing of the sort has happened 
up to now. The “Council” has not 
even met, much less attempted to 
tell the commission what to do. 
The members of the commission 
regard themselves as directly re- 
sponsible to the President and 
clothed with the delegated author- 
ity of the presidential office. The 
commission itself has met only 
two or three times. Each of the 
members has a specific job to do 
and each is doing it without any 
fuss or feathers. Such co-ordinat- 
ing work as is necessary is done 
by the commission’s secretary, Wil- 
liam H. McReynolds, one of the 
administrative assistants to the 
President. 

The key man in the set-up is 
Knudsen, on full-time leave of ab- 
sence from his presidency of the 
General Motors Corporation. Knud- 
sen has charge of the vitally im- 
portant production end of the pre- 
paredness program, 

After the President had finished 
outlining the program at his initial 
meeting with the commission, 
Knudsen asked: “Where do we 
head up?” 

McReynolds, misunderstanding 
the question, began to explain that 
the commission would have offices 
in the Federal Reserve Building. 
“I mean,” said Knudsen, “who is 
to be the boss?” 

“I guess I am,” said the Presi- 
dent. 

It was on this specific under- 
standing of no Cabinet interven- 
tion between the commission and 
the President that Knudsen and his 
colleagues began work. 

Settling in at the Federal Re- 


serve Building, Knudsen in _ his 
habitual soft-voi¢ed manner said 
that he wanted his four or five key 
subordinates in offices close around 
him. He wanted to be able to move 
from one desk to another without 
waste of time. That had been his 


way of doing things, and he h»ped 
he would not have to change. He 
didn’t. He turned down the swank 
office that had been assigned to 


commodious office, and 
precisely the layout he 
mind. 

Government officials who have 
dealt with Knudsen in his new job 
have been tremendously impressed 
with his quickness at getting an 
idea and his enormous energy. 
“He’s a Viking, all right,” said 
one, referring to his Danish birth, 
and another said, “He goes around 
with his coattails sticking out all 
the time.”

The notion seems to be prevalent 
—a radio commentator put it out 
the other day—that the need for 
food abroad is going to require a 
greatly increased farm acreage in 
the United States. Nothing could 
be further from the truth. The 
condition is just the reverse of 
what it was in 1914-15. The prob- 
lem then was to get new acres 
into production to supply a vast 
export demand. Today, according 
to Government experts, the farm 
plant is capable of meeting all re- 
quirements. The problem now is, 
and probably for a long time to 
come will be, to find a use and a 
place for our farm products, and to 
do this in a way that will support 
the parity-price farm program. 
This, as happens, is the particular 
task of one of the members of the 
Defense Commission—Chester C. 
Davis, former AAA administrator 
and now of the board of governors 
of the Federal Reserve System. 

An official check-up now being 
made from Washington to find out 
the basic facts about all our farm 
commodities has shown that in the 
main our stocks are excessive 
rather than scarce. The dollar ex- 
change of the Allies has been go- 
ing not for food but for airplanes 
and guns, and there is no reason in 
the predictable future to expect an 
effective emand for food to be 
shipped abroad except as purchases 
may be made for this purpose by 
the United States Government. The 
problem, therefore, is not to stimu- 
late production but to find ways 
to move our products into con- 
sumption—and that is a problem 
to be considered not alone in terms 
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‘et foreign trade but also in terms 
of building up mass purchasing 
power at home. 

The problem, in fine, however 
/you look at it, is one of distribu- 
|tion, not of production. There is 
/no shortage of food; only an un- 
/even distribution of food. No need 
for expansion of the existing food- 
producing facilities is in sight. In 
other words, say the experts, ignore 
whatever advice you may have re- 
ceived to bring the disused lower 
40 or the front yard into produc- 
tion On account of the war.

GAINS CONSIDERABLY 


Increase Reflected Chiefly in 
Steel and Woolen Mills, 
Reserve Board Finds. 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP).— 
The Federal Reserve Board said 
today that “industrial activity in- 
creased considerably in May and 
the first half of June.” 


The factory gain in May, the 
board said, raised its seasonally ad- 
justed index of industrial produc- 
tion from 102 to 105. A further in- 
crease was indicated for June. 

The 102 level of the -board’s in- 
dex was the low point of an indus 
trial slow-down which began after 
the index set an all-time high of 
128 last December. The May fig- 
ure of 105 contrasted with 92 in 
May, 1939. 

The May increase was attributed 
primarily to heavier production in 
steel and woolen mills, Production 
of lumber also increased, while ac- 
tivity was maintained at approxi- 
mately April levels in cotton and 
rayon mills and coal mines. 
troleum output and automobile pro- 
duction declined slightly.

TESTS SHOW IODINE 
EASES MOTHERHOOD 


Report on Experiments at Ore- 
gon. U. Given to Science 


SEATTLE, Wash., June 19 (AP). 
—A discovery that iodine makes 
motherhood easier was reported to 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science here to- 
day. 

Small quantities of iodine were 
given to expectant mothers at the 
University of Oregon Medical 
School. Some rémarkablée résults 
were reported by Drs. F. B. Zener, 
Milkanth M. Phatak and N. A. 
David. 

The women reported a greater 
sense Of well-being before the ba- 
bies were born. Theré were fewer 
abnormalities of labor. Afterward, 
the mothers were better able to 
nurse the babies. Finally they re- 
covered more quickly. 

These mothers were compared 

with “controls,” who were other 
mothers receiving medical care, but 
without the iodine. The compari- 
son indicated the probable reason 
for the iodine effects. 
The thyroid and some other 
‘glands of internal secretion func- 
tioned better. The thyroid, which 
normally requires a little iodine, 
regulates metabolism. 

The Oregon studies showed that

the basal metabolism rates of the 
mothers receiving iodine remained 
more néarly normal, while those 
without the added iodine had in- 
creased the basal rates.

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Healthiest of 
Feet Those of 
Barefoot Child

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HE feet, like every other part 
Tor the body, should be given 

care at all times, but is seems 
in the spring and early summer 
they need more care than usual. 
This year abnormal temperatures 
throughout nearly all sections of 
the country, and hard rains, cause 
many feet to ache, especially when 
rubbers, overshoes and heavy foot- 
wear are discarded, . 


In children, the prevention of 
foot defects should be stressed and 
it is the objective of the National 
Foot Health Council to point out 
the necessity and proper method 
of doing this. In school examina- 
tions in large cities, an average of 
76 per cent of boys and girls of 
high school age were found foot 
defective; some with corns, others 
with ingrown nails, some with 
weak arches, and many showing 
marked tendencies to the develop- 
ing of large joints, hammer toes 
and bunions, Corns and ingrown 
toenails are not serious in them- 
selves but they probably mean 
that proper footwear is not being 
used. 

The healthiest of all feet are 
found in those who go barefooted. 
True, they have calluses but these 
are not the same as corns. For 
children, at this time of the year, 
nothing could be healthier than to 
encourage them to go bare-footed 
around the house, in the yard and 
on beaches. Any cuts or abrasions 
that they get should be treated 
antiseptically, but these are minor 
disadvantages compared to the ad- 
vantage which is gained in the 
feet, im- 
provement in arch support and 
functional efficiency, 


Another objective of the council 
is industrial foct care through the 
advancement of programs directed 
to men and women whose employ- 
ment keeps them on their feet. 
The program stresses, first, cor-

B must go home. She stayed 
with us as long as she could. 
Grandpa needs her, and Uncle Billy. 
Now stop crying. Take him away, 
Nellie. Grandma has to go.” 

The screaming Bunny was hauled 
away, and mother and Granny, dab- 
bing their eyes, left for the station. 
“Poor little fellow. He'll miss you 
so, mother. I don’t know how I’m 
going to face him.” 

Dreading to meet the disconsolate 
child, mother went into the house, 
There was no sound of grief. Doubt- 
ing her senses, she peered into the 
rooms, but no weeping child ap- 
peared. Going to the rear window 
she looked out to see Bunny playing 
hide and seek with his three neigh- 
bors, shouting the loudest and run- 
ning the hardest. “I never would 
have believed it possible if I hadn’t 
seen it with my own eyes,” she said. 

Children adjust themselves to new 
situations quicker than grown people 
do. The length of time the’ adjusc- 
ment requires depends upon the na- 
ture of the child and the severity of 
the change. But all healthy chil- 
dren adjust themselves in time and 
they will do it sooner and easier if 
there is nobody suggesting how 
hard it is for them. Just let them 
alone as much as possible and they 
find a way. 

This is comforting when children 
have to be sent away from home 
to school or camp or elsewhere, Go- 
ing to school or camp is never too 
hard because children enjoy being 
with other children. They are inter- 
ested in what they do and say, in 
their looks and their ways. This in- 


terest is enough to displace any 


feeling of homesickness in all but 
the rare child, If parents could see 
their children in the new school oar 
camp 12 hours after leaving Lome, 
they would be like Bunny’s mother, 
almost unbelieving. 

The absence of tearful relatives 
{s most helpful in these situations. 
The relative who stands gazing 
wistfully at the child just admitted 
to school or camp, instead of leav- 
ing promptly and cheerfully, sets 
the stage for a scene. “Kiss mother 
good-by once more, dear. I shall 
miss you so tonight, and so will 
Daddy. What will he do without 
his little boy tonight?” is an invi- 
tation to dramatics, a spilling of 
emotion that is harmful to the child 
and everybody else. 


When it is desirable for a child to 
meet a strange situation, and this 
must often be so, do what is neces- 
sary and get out of the way. Give 
him a chance to adjust himself 
promptly, Put no strain on his emo- 
tions and control your own. 

Make such adjustments a mat- 
ter of course even when you feel 
desolate. He will have to make such 
adjustments to life all his days and 
the easier they are made the more 
successful he will be concerning 
them. It is not smart to cling to e 
child, nor to persuade him to cling 
to anybody.
